LADY  SLIPPERS 
(  Cy  pripedium  ) 

Our  much  loved  hardy  native  orchids 
which  have  sprung  into  popular  favor  the  last 
few  years  for  naturalizing  in  woodlands  and 
for  use  in  the  rockery. 

They  love  a  cool  moist  shaded  spot  with 
soil  that  has  a  good  portion  of  leaf  mold 
or  peat  mixed  in.  Once  planted  they  need 
little  or  no  attention,  excepting  to  be  watered 
during  prolonged  dry  spells.  A  mulch  of  2 
or  3  inches  of  leaves  is  advisable  during  the 
winter  which  can  be  left  on  to  rot  in  the 
spring;  thus  keeping  up  a  constant  supply  of 
leahmold  over  the  crowns.  A  very  striking 
picture  can  be  made  by  planting  them  in 
colonies  among  ferns  using  spectabilis  in  the 
rear,  pubescens  in  the  middle  and  acaule  in 
the  front. 

Planting  can  be  successfully  done  in  fall 
or  very  early  spring  while  the  plants  are 
dormant.  Plant  in  colonies  6^8  inches  apart. 

Acaule.  The  plant  sends  out  two  leaves  at 
the  ground  level  from  which  the  flower  stalk 
grows  8  to  10  inches  high.  The  slipper-like 
flowers  appear  in  May  and  are  pinkish-pur¬ 
ple  in  color.  The  first  Lady  Slipper  to  bloom. 
Must  be  grown  in  deep  shade  and  in  acid 
soil.

Spectabilis  (Showy  Lady  Slipper).  The 

grandest  of  all  the  Lady  Slippers  and  one 
of  the  rare  plants  as  the  supply  is  always  short 
of  the  demand.
